London, Aug. 21.—Marquis Hi Gar- 
roni, the Italian ambassador to Tur­ 


key, t o d a y handed the Porte a note 


declaring that Italy is in a state of 
war with Turkey and demanded his 


passports, 
according 
to an official 
telegram from Constantinople, trans­ 
mitted to the Central News company 
tonight. 
The reasons given in the note for 
Italy’s declaration were that Turkey 
supported a revolt in Libya and its 
prevention of the departure of Italian 
residents from Syria. 
Although 
Italy declared 
war on 
Austria May 24, there has never been 
any declaration between 
Italy 
and 
Germany, nor, until 
now, 
between 
Italy and Turkey. However, the Ital­ 
ian consuls have been gradually leav­ 
ing Turkey and 
American 
officials 
have been taking charge of American 
interests 
Later charges were made 
that Turkey was 
preventing 
Italian 
consuls from ’caving 
and exercising 
similar coercion over Italian civilians. 
July 20 ? note was addressed to the 
United States asking it to use its in­ 
fluence to protect Italians in Turkey. 
Afterward it was reported that the 
Italian declaration of war would be 
simultaneous 
with 
the sending of 
150,000 men to aid the Franco-British 
on 
the 
Gallipoli peninsula.' It was 
announced recently that a fleet was 
ready to sail from 
Tarabto, 
Italy, 
against Turkey if the latter declined 
to satisfy Italy's demands for the re­ 
lease of Italian subjects.

London, Aug. 21.—The sinking of 
the Arabic, with the 
loss 
of 
two 
Americans, and the questions arising 
between the United States and the 
allies as a result of the declaration 
of cotton as an absolute contraband, 
loom large in the news day. 
Much speculation continues as to 
the American action in regard to the 
Arabic, since the evidence 
of 
the 
ship’s officers and 
passengers 
indi­ 
cates that the steam er was not con­ 
voyed no rwan.ed. The cotton order 
is expected to invoke less serious ob­ 
jection from America than the order 
in council. 
Great feeling has been aroused in 
Denmark and Scandinavia as the re­ 
sult of the attack of German destroy­ 
ers on the British submarine E-13, 
stranded on a Danish island and be­ 
ing refloated with permission of the 
Danish 
authorities. 
Denmark 
pro­ 
tested to Germany, 
and 
the whole 
Scandinavian press expresses concern 
over 
the 
violation of neutral terri­ 
tory. 
Spain 
has 
lodged a protest with 
Germany over the sinking 
of 
the 
Isidoro 
Telegrams from the Balkan capitals 
state that the Turko-Bulgarian rela­ 
tions have reached the breaking point. 
Beyond the reports of a naval en­ 
gagement in the Gulf 
of 
Riga, 
in 
w'hich the German reports say that 
Germany lost one destroyer and two 
gunboats and a destroyer was lost by 
the Russians, there is little new's from 
the fighting area. 
The naval activity in the Gulf of 
Riga is believed to foreshadow an­ 
other German offensive against Riga 
and through the Baltic provinces. The 
Germans may even attem pt an ad­ 
vance toward Petrograd. 
Meanwhile the Austrians and Ger­ 
mans are following their advantage 
and are attem pting 
to 
make 
the 
Brest-Litovask line untenable for the 
Russians. 
The 
Russians 
are

making an orderly retreat.

The River 
Des Peres at St. Louis, ordinarily a 
small stream, is swollen and running j 
a mile wide, while the treacherous 
Meramec, west from St. Louis, also is 
on a wild rampage.

Saturday afternoon Miss Erwin, in 
company with a friend, went to the 
residence of Rev. S. J. Neiberg, pastor 
of Sacred Heart church, 421 West 
Third* street, but Miss Erwin stated 
positively that that was not the place 
where she was taken two weeks ago, 
and where the supposed marriage took 
place. 


Miss Erwin stated to a Democrat 
reporter that it appeared to her that 
the place was farther west on Third 
street. 
It was after S o’clock in the 
evening when she went there and it 
WT.R difficult to notice the surround­ 
ings. 


She stated that following the sup­ 
posed marriage, at which Charles Mil­ 
ler. the alleged forger, who is wanted 
by the local police, and an unknown 
woman were the witnesses, McDonald 
and tho pretended priest wrent into 
another room, where they held a con­ 
sultation which she was not permitted 
to hear. 
Friends 
of 
Miss 
Erwin, 
with whom she is -stopping while in 
Sedalia, desired to accompany the 
couple to the alleged parsonage and 
witness the ceremony, but, according 
to Miss Erwin, McDonald strongly ob­ 
jected to being accompanied by them, 
as he said it was not permitted. Miss 
Erwin further stated that during the 
entire time they were in the residence 
where the mock ceremony was per­ 
formed, neither McDonald nor herself 
were required to sign any form of 
paper. 
Had the marriage proven to be legal, 
it was Miss Erwin’s intention to sue 
for divorce in the circuit court im­ 
mediately, charging in 
the 
petition 
abuse and desertion. 
Photographs of McDonald, together 
with a m inuo description of him, 
have been mailed to all of the prin­ 
cipal cities and towns in Missouri, 
Ka nsas and Illinois by I he Painters* 
union, of which McDonald was a mem­ 
ber. > 
The police have been given a sam­ 
ple ot McDonald’s handwriting, as it 
was thought he might have assisted 
in forging some of the checks which 
are alleged to have been forged and 
passed by Miller. 
Should McDonald be arrested, he 
will be returned to Sedalia, where he 
likely will be tried for desertion. 
A 
charge of having a habit-forming drug 
in his possession may also be placed 
against him. In the latter case, he will 
be turned over to the federal author­ 
ities, as this is contrary to the federal 
law regulating the sale and possession 
of drugs, which went into effect March 
I, of this year.

Brussels, August 21—The city «oun- 
cil of Brussels has begun taking a 
census of all 
unemployed 
workers 
within the city limits, and the Na­ 
tional Relief committee will extend 
the plan to all parts of Belgium in 
German occupation. 
'Che object is 
to provide suitable employment wher­ 
ever possible and to prevent skilled 
workmen losing touch with trade con­ 
ditions. 
The German authorities have given 
their permission to the census, which 
will include all unemployed persons 
between the ages of 14 
and 40. 
According to officials of the relief 
committee, there are at present 57,000 
employes of the national railways out 
of work, while 73 per cent of work­ 
men in the metal industries, clothing, 
carpentering and building trades are 
without jobs. It is expected that the 
census of these people will be of great 
value at the end of the war. 
As the census progresses, steps are 
to be taken to send the unemployed 
who cannot be otherwise placed, to 
schools, elementary schools being pro­ 
vided for the illiterate and technical 
schools for those prepared for instruc­ 
tion of this character. 
Teachers for 
the schools will be largely provided 
from the upper class of workmen. 
In all Belgium it is stated that there 
are about 700,000 men and women out 
of work who formerly had steady em­ 
ployment.

That he was insane when he settled 
with the Frisco Railway company for 
$300 after his foot was cut off in the 
yards here by a Frisco engine, was 
the claim made by Ed Burnett, for­ 
merly of this city, in his suit against 
the Frisco for $25,000, which was re­ 
cently tried at Sulphur, Okla., says 
the Fort Scott Tribune of August 20. 
This was the second trial of the case, 
and the jury returned a verdict this 
time in favor of the defendant, al­ 
though at the first trial they gave the 
plaintiff a judgment of $9,500.

by injuries sustained here. According 
to the statem ent of Frisco officials 
here, a Frisco claim agent called on 
Burnett, and he agreed to settle the 
m atter, and not to bring suit, for $300. 
The Frisco claim this settlem ent was 
made on Sept. 17. 1913. 
A short time late, or about as soon 
as Burnett was able to get around 
with comparative ease, he removed to 
Sulphur, Ok., and there 
about

years ago he brought a suit against 
the Frisco for $25,000 
for 
damages 
for injuries sustained here. 
This suit finally came to an end 
about a year ago, when the jury 
brought in a verdict in favor of the W akefield* to reach here from Ameri- 
plaintiff for $9,500.

their farm work, but these animals 


may be utilized quite profitably, ac­ 
cording to Crosby Hoops, a Kansas 
City man. 
And Mr. Hoops is not theorizing. 
He speaks from experience. He has 
a country place south of this city and 
he cultivates the land himself. 
He 
stumbled on to the goat method quite 
by accident. 
One day his 8-year-old 
son traded his bicycle 
for 
a 
goat, 
wagon and harness. W hen Mr. Hoops 
learned of the transaction, instead oi 
scolding his son, he decided to put 
the goat to work and he began by 
hitching him to the lawn mower. The 
Salt j trial was a success, and Mr. Hoops 
began to widen Ids plans for the ani­ 
mal’s usefulness.. There was the gar­ 
den cultivator. 
The 
goat 
wras 
at­ 
tached to it, and, as a result, one and 
one-fourth acres of garden have been 
well cultivated. 
In addition the goat eats all the 
weeds on the place, thus saving Mr. 
Hoops the unpleasant task of cutting 
them down. Nor has the son lost out 
altogether^ through 
his 
trade. 
The 
boy’s fun comes in driving the goat 
while it is doing its work and the boy 
is thereby learning to become a far­ 
mer. 
Mr. Hoops suggests that a herd of 
good strong goats m ight not prove a 
bad investment for a large scale far­ 
mer, as profit m ight be derived from 
milk and cheese. 
As food for babies,

States engineer, that this avenue of 
comerce be abandoned, has given rise 
to the question how river improve­ 
ment work can best be done on a gi­ 
gantic scale so that it will be ever­ 
lasting, announces a bureau of labor 
statistics bulletin issued to the press 
I of the country today by Commission- 
er John T. Fitzpatrick. 
The bulletin states 
that to make 
the Missouri river a commercial wa- 
J terway which will

| traffic The year 
through 
when

winter is mild, several huge improve- 
j ments are absolutely necessary, com­ 
mencing with the building of gigantic 
levees and dykes, which will narrow 
the stream where it is now “wide and 
shallow; the 
construction 
of huge 
storage 
reservoirs 
to

floods until such lime 
as ‘water is 
needed to increase the depth of the 
channel; to clear 
the 
river 
of all 
snags, sand bars and similar obstruc­ 
tions; the erection of channel lights, 
which will enable

travel at night, and the maintenance 
of either a state or federal patrol to 
remove obstructions as fast as they 
form and otherwise guard the chan­ 
nel. 


Construct Huge Levees. 
Each state which the Missouri riv­ 
er traverses or borders could employ

vees and the storage reservoirs that 
are needed to hold back the flood wa­ 
ters, and perform other work neces­ 
sary to make this 
inland 
waterway 
an importat avenue of commerce.

Housing of the Convicts.^ 
Old steamboats and barges bought 
by the state for the purpose and re­ 
constructed into floating prisons by 
convict labor would house

The merit system could be 
put in force for the benefit 
of con­ 
victs detailed for river improvement 
work, the promise being held out to 
such that a certaih number of merit

ill wind that blows nobody good, for 
we have been moved to ’’Cosy Cot­ 
tage,” occupied by Judge and Mrs. 
Sherman, of Kansas City. 
Now we 
arc safe, sound, happy and comfort­ 
able, in dry clothes, talking foolish­ 
ness by the yard—all save the Scout­ 
master, of course, because he is w rit­ 
ing it. 
Needless to say, wre are now 
in better condition than other Scouts 
in camp. 
We have certainly 
been 
kindlv treated all along the line. We 
are Just as safe as we w'ould be at 
home, because we have detected cer­ 
tain indications of rain this summer 
even in Sedalia.

The Scoutm aster had a ride from 
camp to the cottage on a stretcher 
from the hospital tent. 
Huh? 
Yep. 
I nm on the fritz with a bum ankle. 
Hurt it in Kansas City. 
It will be 
all right, but I can’t walk on It just at 
present..

I must 
get in Fhape before the sun comes up, 
because we must take some hikes in 
this beautiful country. 
I had one 
gwim. anyhow. 
I was l>ing on my cot in tent 12, 
surrounded by water, writing my cor­ 
ner, when Deputy Commissioner Clip­ 
pings r and Judge 
Sherman 
iScout- 
m as ter) came in and got me. 
They 


their needed re st; but it wan no go. 
Sergeant Archer showed us the mag­ 
nificent equipment of the battery, and 
explained to us how' to shoot the big 
field guns. 
“Pretty" wanted to shoot 
one, but we feared for the safety of 
neighboring towns and restrained him. 
We landed in Kansas City at 10:45 
a rn. Satui day, and took an invigorat­ 
ing swim, 
which 
didn’t 
last 
long 
enough. The pool, clear as crystal, is 
up on the ’steenth floor of the build­ 
ing. To get to it reminded the Scout­ 
m aster of the time he climbed to the 
top of W ashington monument. If the

cratioon of a bishop surpassed in the 
pomp and splendor of the ritual. 
In the 
Catholic 
church 
a bishop 
reaches the zenith 
of 
power as a 
priest of God. Other positions in the 
church may confer more worldly dig­ 
nity, but a bishop receives the plen­ 
titude of priestly power. 


Apostolic Commission. 
So important is the ceremony re­ 
garded by the church that the office 
of consecrator of a biship is reserved 
the Roman pontiff. 
Where the 
secretion is to take place outsijie 
Rome an apostolic commiasioon is ' 
tito the bishop-elect in w'hich tile 
p$pe grants him the power to choose 
any bishops of the church to conse­ 
crate him. 


The date for the 
consecration of 
Bishop-elect Glass 
did 
not 
fall by 
chance on the day on w’hieh.the feast 
of St. Bartholomew is celebrated. The 
liturgy of the church 
demands^ that 
the consecration of a bishop take 
place on a Sunday (the 24th inst, is 
Tuesday), or on the fast day of an 
apostle, i. e., a dies natalitia, and not 
merely a day 
which commemorates 
some event in the life of the apostle. 
Since evangelists are regarded in 
the church liturgy as apostles, their 
feast days may be selected for the 
consecration of a bishop, but th^ se­ 
lection of any other day must be rati­ 
fied by special indult of the holy see 
The Apostle 
Bartholomew 
was a 
native of Galilee, to whose lot it fell 
to preach the Gospel in India. Finally 
ie suffered martyrdom at Abamapo- 
is, a town in East, Armenia. His body 
was taken to Rome by Emperor Ot- 
tho III., and then to the island of the 
Tiber, where a church was dedicated 
to his memory. 
Consecration Ceremony. 
There are four main divisions to 
the consecration ceremony—the p r ­ 
udes, the consecration 
proper, 
the 
presentation of the insignia and the 
conclusion . The preludes consist of 
the reading of the Apostolic Commis­ 
sion, 
after 
w'hich 
the 
bishop-elect 
kneels 
before 
the consecrator and 
takes an oath in which he promise? 
to be obedient to the Holy See; to 
promote its rights, honors, privileges 
and authority; visit Rome at certain 
intervals, render an account of his 
pastoral office to the pope, execute all 
apostolic orders and preserve inviola­ 
bly all the possessions of the church. 
Then 
follow’s 
the 
examination. 
Seventeen questions on the canons of 
the church are asked, 
to 
each 
of 
which 
the 
bishop-elect answ'ers, “I 
will” or “I do believe,” rising slightly 
and uncovering his head each time. 
The ceremony of the mass is now be­ 
gun, the 
bishop-elect, 
having 
been 
vested in his pontifical 
robes, 
per­ 
forming the services simultaneously 
with the consecrator to signify unity 
of faith. 
The next part of the ceremony is 
the presentation of the episcopal in­ 
signia. The crosier, which is the pas­ 
toral staff of a bishop, being a sym­ 
bol of his office as a shepherd of the 
flock of God, is blessed and handed 
to the bishop-elect, who receives it 
between the index and middle finger, 
the hands remaining joined. 
The consecrator blesses 
the 
ring 
and places it on the third finger of 
the right hand of the bishop-elect, re 
minding him that it is a symbol of the 
fidelity which he owes to the church 
The Book of Gospels is then placed in 1 
his hand with the command to go and

the new bishop is 
rn th roned on a faldstool, a portable 
seat placed on the second step of the 
iltar which previously 
during 
the 
jeremony has been occupied by the 
consecrator. The Te-Deum, that most 
nagnificent and inspiring 
hymn 
of 
praise, is chanted and the new bishop, 
led by the assistant bishops, passes 
hrough the church, blessing the peo­ 
ple. 
Much of the personal 
history 
of 
Bishop-elect Glass is connected with 
5t. 
Vincent’s 
church 
and 
college, 
which will be the scene of his conse­ 
cration. 
He entered the college as a 
student shortly after it was moved 
from Sixth and Hill streets 
to 
its 
present location at Washington street 
and Grand avenue. 
After his school days in St. Vin­ 
cent’s college, Bishop-elect Glass spent 
dx years in Vincentian seminary at 
Perryville, Mo. 
Then he returned to 
St. Vincent’s as a professor. 
Twentieth Anniversary. 
Twenty 
years 
ago today Bishop- 
elect Glass wras ordained a priest at 
St. Vincent’s church. After spending 
several years in study in Rome he was 
elected president of St. Vincent’s col­ 
lege and pastor of St. Vincent’s church 
in 1901. 
The diocese of Salt Lake, to which 
Dr. Glass is called, includes all of 
the state of Utah and one-half of tho 
state of Nevada, and has an area of 
71,178 square miles . This * territory 
was once a part of the diocese of 
Durango, Mexico, whose present head, 
Archbishop Mendoza, will attend the 
forthcoming consecration. The dio­ 
cese of Salt Lake is sparsely settled 
and it is composed 
principally 
of 
mountains, deserts and immense cat­ 
tle ranges. 
Bishop Scanlan, who died May IO, 
last, was the first bishop of Salt Lake 
and also the first missionary priest 
who labored in that part of the coun­ 
try. 
In 1869 Fr. Scanlan was assist­ 
ant pastor of St. Patrick's church in 
San Francisco. A little later he was 
assistant in the San Francisco Cathe­ 
dral when Bishop 
O’Connell 
asked 
that a priest volunteer to go to the 
rough mining camp of Piochefi, Nev. 
Fr. Scanlon offered 
his 
services 
and after months of pastoral labor 
against great opposition 
he 
finally 
brought about a marked reformation 
of the morals of the mining camp. 
When he left Pioche in 1873 a peti­ 
tion was sent to the archbishop ask­ 
ing that he be permitted to remain. 
The success of Dr. Scanlon in the 
Nevada mining camp led to his as­ 
signment 
to 
the 
mission field in 
Utah. 
After a few months he was 
appointed missionary rector of Salt 
ke and given jurisdiction over the 
gest mission parish 
in 
America. 
He reached Salt 
Lake 
in 
August, 
1873, and on June 29, 1887, he was 
consecrated bishop in the cathedral 
at San Francisco. 
When Dr. Scanlon arrived in Salt 
Lake there were In the diocese only 
800 Catholics and one 
little 
church 
that carried a $6,000 mortgage. Bish­

Glass 
will 
find nine parishes, 
thirty-three missions and stations, the 
$600,000 cathedral of St. Mary Mag­ 
dalene and a Catholic population of 
20,000.

When he presented 
Dr. Glass to a notable gathering of 
Catholics of the city he paid a fitting 
tribute to the bishop-elect: 
“I wish to present to you from the 
holy father a gift I know that you 
will appreciate, a most precious gift, 
a God-given gift. I bring to you your 
new bishop. 
I knew your bishop be­ 
fore his appointment. 
I know con­ 
siderable about his career. 
‘The 
record 
of his qualifications 
passed through my hands on the way 
to Rome. 
So I know a great deal 
about him, and personal contact with 
him on this trip has more than ever 
convinced me of the wisdom of his 
selection as bishop of the diocese. 
“He is a great, strong 
man; 
as 
strong intellectually and morally as 
he is physically.
